CANADA FISHING. 



Camp of tlie Kingfishers, 

Big Basswood Lajce, Alqoma Dist.. 

Ontario Canada, July 27, 1892, 
Editor Roundabout: 

As promised, I write you a brief 
resume of our fishing trip to date. 
We left Cincinnati at 8:05 a. m., July 
15th, via Grand Rapids and Indiana 
Bailway, with other members of the 
"Kingfisher Club," to-wit: Messrs. 
Hickman, Culbertson, Foulds and 
Snyder, and were joined at Mackinac 
City by Thurston, of Central Lake, 
Michigan. Our outfit, consisting of 
two canvas boats, four tents, a fly 
for dining table and a full set of camp 
cooking utensils, including a sheet 
iron stove the whole represented 
by 27 baggage checks— was consigned 
to Hickman's care as general bag- 
gageman. When he isn't able to get 
bagcage through without extra 
charges for overweights, it isn't 
worth while for anybody else to try. 
As he shucks his coat and helps 
'•hist" an extra heavy box or trunk, 
the baggagemen haven't the heart to 
"kick" about weights. They just 
consider him one of the "gang."

referred the officer to our list sent 
forward, and with a glance at our water 
tackle he passed on. As the cars Loon Lake 
finally began to move, our two part- full of basi 
ners returned with the statement ivaspber 
that depositing $75 on the list of dant, £ 
articles, including several dollars 
duty on coffee and canned fruits, we 
were checked through.

We will not starve, as our 
table includes such things as canned 
soups, broiled bass and trout, lamb, 
ham, canned tongue, canned maca- 
roni and cheese, potatoes, crackers, 
light bread, flannel cakes, hardtack, 
maple syrup, coffee, tea, huckleberry 
pies, peaches, raspberries, milk, &c. 

Our nightly camp fires are enjoya- 
ble, with no reflections allowed on 
any one who happens to "stretch the 
blanket." We even dare to hoist the 
"stars and stripes" over camp.

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abundant harvest- The wheat crop 
appeared enormous. 

At 8:10 p. m. we entered Grand 
Rapids, a city of 80.000 inhabitants, 
ana of rapid growth. Here we were 
met at the depot by W. R. Shelby, 
an old boyhood companion of mine, 
whom I had not seen since early man- 
hood. A native of Boyle county, he 
is now a full-fledged Michigander. 
having married a Orand Rapids lady 
and being First Vice President of the 
G. R. & I. Railroad. Having two 
hours to spare, he showed us such 
parts of the city as was accessible. That 
night we took a sleeper for Macki 
City, reaching the strait between 
Lake Huron and Michigan at 8 a. m, 
of the 16th. Here we breakfasted 
and had fine views of the broad, 
vessel-dotted waters of the lakes 
and the heights of thi 
Island. The cars were run aboard a 
steamer and in an hour landed at St 
Ignace, an iron furnace town. 
• Thence the northern journey was re- 
sumed for Sault St. Mary at the foot 
of Lake Superior. The journey was 
through a dense forest of pir — 



cedars and hemlocks, that can only 
be settled by people bent on suicide, 
or a desire to hermitize, as the land 



would hardly raise six beans to the 
acre. A vexatious delay at Trout 
Lake Junction held us for several 
hours, awaiting the delayed St. Paul 
train. 

One of the spectres that stared us 
in the face was the inspection of the 
Canadian Customs Officers as we 
would cross the boundary. To have 
our 27 pieces of baggage overhauled 
and the bottoms of our trunks upset 
was tedious enough, and then there 
was an indisposition to have inspect- 
ed our "medical supply" kit which 
some said was dutiable. After a stop 
of twenty minutes at Sault St. Mary, 
on the American side, we crossed St. 
Mary's River on the new bridge over 
the rapids, and were halted in a long, 
low bottom on the Canadian side. 
Here the dreaded inspection was to 
take place. Sending Hickman and 
Culbertson forward to the baggage 
car with a list of our impedimenta, 
the balance of our party guarded our 
valises, fishing rods, &c, in the 
smoker. Directly the front door 
of the car opened and a customs 
offloial entered, hearing a seal big 
enough to down an ox. It was a 
harmless instrument, however, as he 
merely informed each passenger who 
had baggage in the baggage car to 
go forward with key to have it in- 
spected.

En route, about 9 o'clock, we were 
treated to the most magniflcient dis- 
play of the aurora borealis I ever ex- 
pect to see again.

Gen. Speed S. Fry, Superintendent 
Of the Kentucky Soldier's Home, 
near Louisville, died at that institu- 
tion Monday night, after a brief ill- 
ness, aged 75 years. He was a soldier 
in both the Mexican and late wars, 
and while Colonel of the Fourth 
Kentucky Infantry participated in 
the battle of Mill Spring, in which 
he killed the Confederate General 
Zollicoffer. He was Representative 
from Boyle county in the Legislature 
of 1889- 90, and while serving as such 
made many friends in this city. 

Mrs. Maria B. Sharp, wife of Rev. 
Henry T. Sharp, former rector of 
Ascension Church in this city, died 
At the residence of her Bister in Balti- 
more, Maryland, on Wednesday, July 
27th. 

Mr. John Rea, a well-known citizen, 
died at his home on Ann street Sat- 
urday evening at 9 o'clock, after a 
brief illness with flux, aged about 60 
years. The deceased was born in 
county Tyrone, Ireland, and came 
to this country with his parents when 
quite a small boy. In 1863 he came 
to this city and established a carriage 
manufactory in connection with Mr. 
Charles Shryock, under the firm 
name of Shryock & Rea, Mr. Thos. 
Burns afterwards purchasing the in- 
terest of Mr. Shryock, when the firm 
became Rea & Burns. After several 
.years Mr. Rea sold his interest to his 
partner and removed to Indiana and 
afterwards to Marshall, Missouri, 
from which place he returned to this 
«ity to reside some two years ago. 
During his residence here he took an 
active interest in the welfare of the 
city and was largely instrumental in 
re-organizing the volunteer Are de- 
partment after the war, and was al- 
ways a hardworking and efficient 
man at a fire. 

He was elected the first Chief of 
the Fire Department after the city 
purchased a steam engine, which 
position he filled for several years. 
He was a bluff, honest, good natured 
man who numbered his friends by 
his acquaintances, and his death iB 
greatly regretted by all who knew 
him. 

He was twice married, his first wife 
being a Miss Foote, of Paris, sister 
of the late Vol. W. Foote, by whom 
he had four children, and his last wife 
was Miss Mary Belle Brown, daughter 
of Officer Henry Brown, who, to- 
gether with two children, survives 
to mourn his loss. 

The funeral took place from his 
late residence at 4 o'clock Monday 
afternoon, the services being con- 
ducted by Rev. H. G. Henderson, 
after which the remain's were taken 
In charge by Dexter Lodge, No. 64, 
Knights of Pythias, of which organi- 
zation the deceased was a member, 
and buried with the honors of the 
Order. While the funeral services 
were in progress the fire bell on the 
engine house was tolled as a mark of 
respect to the veteran fireman.
